Another 
party of the enemy succeeded in raiding one 
of our saps east of Givenchy, Lez La Bassée.

Great activity on the part of our areoplanes 
continued yesterday, and ‘much successful work 
was again accomplished in co-operation with our 
artillery.

FRENCH OFFICIAL, 


Tuesday.—In the region to the north-west cf 
Brave-en-Laonnois the night was marked by a 
bombardment. ‘The enemy twice at- 
tempted to reach our lines. He was on each 
oceasion repulsed. This morning German de- 
tachments caught under cur fire to Lhe north- 
west of Sauchy was obliged to fall back to- 
wards the trenches from which they started, 
after suffering heavy losses, and leaving us 
some prisorers. Further eastwards the enemy 
also launched an ettack beiween Cernay and 
Ailles without any result. The artillery fight- 
ing continues violently in the sector im front ot 
Craonne, rotably on the Califorma Plateau. 

There was an intermittent cannonadoe on the 
rest. of tho front. 

Aviation—German aeroplanes dropped severat 
bombs last night on the town of Naney and 
the region to the south. ‘There were no victims. 

Tuesday Night.—This morning we vigorously 
counter-ailacked the German troops who had 
occupied since the heavy fighting of the day 
hefore yesterday our first Ime trenches on the 
Casemates and California plateau. Carried out 
with extraordinary dash, the attack gave bril- 
liant resulis.. Despite the desperate delonce 
made by the Germans, our troops captured all 
the lost ground on the California plateau with 
the exception of a small work which had been 
completely destroyed on the north-west salient, 
and had been abandoned by both sides. 

On the Casemates piateau we ejected the 
enemy from all the. elements which he held, 
and we even advanced our line at several poms. 
Some German counter-attacks again launched 
on the reconquered trenches were without any 
success whatever.

To the south-west of Dvinsk our actachments, 
after a strong artillery preparation, occupied 
German positions on both sides of the Ovinsk- 
Vilna Railway. 

After this success whole units, without any 
pressure on the part of the Germans, volun. 
tarily returned to their original trenches... A 
number of units refused to carry out military 
commands at the time of battle. Detachments 
of the 24th Division, the Tuisky, Lovitsky, and 
Saravsky Regiments, and the Battalion of | 
Death acted heroically, and, as at the other 
points, the gallantry of the officers was note- 
worthy. Their losses were large. The Chief of 
the division, General Doljennkov, is suffering 
from gas poisoning. 

In the direction of Vilna, in the region to the 
north of Krevo, the enemy delivered a number 
of counter-attacks. He succeeded in occupying 
one of the heights to the north of Bogush, 
which we captured on July 22. Heroic exer- 
tions on the part of the officers was required 
in order to restrain their men from withdtaw- 
ing to the rear in great numbers.

THE FLOUR SUPPLY. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Mr. W. THORNE asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Food Control if 
he was aware that a number cf bakers pur- 
chased imported flour at an enhanced price, 
mixed it with the Government flour, and so 
produced a better class of bread to be sold to 
well-to-do ople. 

Mr. CLYNES said that he was not aware that 
imported flour was mainly or exclusively used 
for bread to be sold to the wealthier classes. 
The demand for this bread appeared to come 
indifferently from all classes, including those in 
the large industrial districts. The flour was 
impartially distributed, so far as possible; but 
having regard to the difficulties of supply and 
transport, it was impossible to secure an even 
distribution of all ingredients each week, so as 
to produee a standar’ flour, As a matter of 
fact, the stocks of white flour in private hands 
were now very small. The whole question of 
imported pure wheaten flour was under con- 
sideration.

AMERICA’S TIMELY HELP. 


MR, M‘KENNA AND WAR: 
EXPENDITURE. 


LORD R. CECIL REBUKES 


MR. DILLON. 

Mr. Bonar Law, in moving a Vote of Credit 
for £650,000,000 in the House of 
Commons yesterday, explained that the 
amount exceeded by £159,000,000 the 
largest sum previously sought. When on 
May 9 he’ moved the Vote for 
£500,000,000 he anticipated that it would 
last till the first Saturday in August. 
The money still in hand would enable 
payments to be made up to the exact 
date of his estimate, | 

The average daily expenditure for the 112 

days of the present financial ycar was 

£6,795,000, or £1,384,000 above the 

Budget estimate. Taking the actual ex: 

penditure, the excess was £155,000,000, 

of which £63,500;000 was represented by 
advances to our Allies and Dominions. 

When the United States Government entered 
into the struggle it effected a reat 
change in the financial strength of the 
whole Alliance. Indeed, it was an open 
secret that we had spent so freely of our 
resources that those availabie for pay: 
ments in America had become nearly ex: 
hausted. Obviously the extent to which 
supplies of all kinds could be obtained 
from the United States would depend 

“largely on the ability of the United Siates 
Government to meet the demands that 
were made upon it by the Allies. 

The total indebtedness of the Allies and our ' 
Dontinions to this country was now repre: 

sented by £1,025,000,000, of which only 
£146,000,000 had been advanced to our 
Dominions. | 

It was obvious that. the Budget estimate of 
expenditure must be lardely exceeded, 
and he would not be surprised if, by the 
end of the financial year, they found that 
the excess was approximately the same as 
that which occurred in the last financial 

- year. ; ao 

Including the present Vote, the Votes oi 
Credit since the beginning ef the war now 
reached a total of £5,292,000,000. 

With the assistance of America, it was more 
true than ever to say now that it would 
not be want of money which would pre. 
vent us from securing the victory to 
which we all looked forward. ' 


In Committee of Supply in the House of | 


Commons yesterday, 

Mr. BONAR LAW said—I rise to move a vote 
ef credit for £650,000,000, which exceeds by 
£150.000,000 the largest sum pre iously asked 
for in this House. I fully realise that i is 
my duty to justify a demand of this magn 
tude. 1 think tho House will understand the 
position better after I have analysed, in the 
usual way, the expenditure ovt of the vote of 
credit up to the present vme. The last vote 
ef credit was moved by me on May 9th, and 
was for £500,000,000, I then anticipated that 
thie amount would carry us on till the first 
Saturday Ou Saturday last the 
unexpended balance was £29,000,000. At the 
rate of expenditure of the dast few months, that 
will enablo paymenta to be made up to the 
exact date anticipated. When 1 moved that 
vote hon. members were gurprised, and even 
shocked, to find that the averaygo daily @x- 
penditure for the first thirty-five days of the 
new financial year had exceeded the Budget 
estimate by vo less than two million sterling 
a day. although the Budget estimate had been 
made to the House ouly a few days before. I 
have pointed out to the House that there were 
in. that expe@liture abnormal items_ to be 
taken mito aceount, which to some extent I 
explained. I added that so short a time would 
not enable us to have a fair estimate of what 
the average expenditure would be throughout 
the war. To some extent that anticipation 
has been justified. 

nUDGET ESTIMATE STILL EXCEEDED. 

The expenditure for the seventy-seven days 
covered by the last vote of credit has fallen, 
as compared with the first thirty-five days, by 
one million a day. Even so, this means that 
the average daily expenditure has still exceeded 
the Budget estimate by no less than a million 
sierling a day. It seemed to me that by far 
most important thing was to find out 
exactly where this increased expenditure had 
occurred, and, so far as possible, to give an 
explanation of it. In doing 60, inetead of 
analysing the figures for the last seventy-seven 
days, 1 shall take those of the whole 112 days 
since the beginning of this financial year. 

I find that the average daily expenditure 
estimated for in the Budget was £5,411,000. 
The total expenditure for these 112 days is 
£6,795,000 per day. That is to say, that 
there is an average daily excess of 
£1,384,000. i

THE EXCESS. 

Let us see in what direction this excess has 
occurred. It haa gecurred in the itera for the 
Army. the Navy, and the Munitione Vote to 
the extent of £506,000 per day. Advances to 
Allies and Dominions représent a daily increas 
of £569,000 per day, and miscellaneous items 
account for £309,000 per day, making the total 
exvess.

£91,500,000 comes out of. our own services. 


INCREASING ADVANCES TO OUR 
- ALLIES. m 

In making my Budget statement I eaid that, 
while it was impossible to make any ¢stimates 
which, in the real sense of the word, could be 
regarded as estimates at all, it was especially 
difficult*to make more than a guess in regard 
to our advances to our Allies and Dominiona, 
and especially to our Allies. The reason for 
the difficulty will We apparent. On the one 
hand, we knew that the demands on the part 
of our Allies had been steadily growing, and, 
therefore, we might expect a steady increase 
in the expenditure, due to that cause. On the 


ether hand, the United States had just entered 


into the war, and we had every reason to be-. 


lieve—a belief which has not been dis- 
appointed--that the burden of the financial 
services of the war would be shared by the 
Government of that great country. I regret to 
say, however, that I have been to some extent 
disappointed in finding that, in @pite of this 


fact, our advances to the Allies have steadily | 


increased. | should like this Committee and 
the country to understand exactly the principle 
on which, from the beginning of the war, we 
have acted in regard to this matter. We have 
held from. the first-and it is true ofall the 
three Governments responsible for the conduct 
of the war-—that it was not a question of fight- 
ing by ourselves, or of our considering solely 
what should be done for our own forces, We 
have held that im reality it was one campaign 
which was being waged, and that what we had 
to do was to assist, by every means in our 
wer, the general conduct of that campaign, 
involving as it did assistance to our Allies as 
freely as the money spent on our own services. 
the result of that was that from the beginning 
this country hag borne the whole of the expense 
of supplies of all the Allied countries, which 
were produced in the United Kingdom, and, 
more than that, up to the entry of America 
into the war it also bore, in the, case of sdéine 
of the Abies, the whole of the expenditure 
outside their own country, and, in the case of 
all of them, some portion of the expenditure 
out of their own country. The Committee will 
see, therefore, that the burden. which we as- 
sumed was one of, great dimensions. It was 
one which I think @e@ may claim as an example 
of unselfishness in the conduct of the war, and 
of realising that we were, fighting with our 
Allies, and not merely a battle of our own. 


THE ENTRANCE OF AMERICA, — 
When the United States Government entered 


into. the struggle, we realised that a great 
change had come in the financial strength of 
the whole Alliance. President Wilson was slow, 


and in my judgment rightly slow, in bringing 
his country eto the vortex of this terrible war. 
ut, having come into it, he has shown by his 
speeches in the e'earest: w that he is de- 
termined to throw the whole weight of the 
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‘'TO-DAY’S CONVENTION. 

In a leading. artiele on the Convention, the 
London Daily Express says—It would be foolish 
to be over sanguine. It is something that for 
the first time Unionists and Nationalists, Roman 
Catholic prelates, Protestant clergy, scnolars, 
scientists; and Labour leaders should “meet 
together, to quote Sir Horace Plunkett's strik- 
ing phrase, on “ terms’ of courtesy.” That, in 
itself, is a real step towards. the ideal of “ Ire- 
land a Nation.” The whole of Great Britain, 
without distinction of class or party, earnestly 
hopes that the comradeship of the battlefield 
will continue in the Irish council chamber. 
The failure of Castle Government cannot be 
denied. The only tolerable alternative must 
be as acceptable to the men in the Belfast 
shipyards as to the farmers of the South and 
to the fishermen of Galway. It will be no 
easy matter to evolve such a plan, but this 
is the age of miracles. i

the legitimate interests of Great Britain. If 
the Parliamentary partnership between Ireland 
and Great Britain, which has now lasted for 
117 years, is to be broken, it is impossible te 
permit the terms of separation to be deter- 
mined by one partner alone. Great Britain 
cannot bind herself to accept any demands 
that an Irish Convention may decide to put 
forward.

‘TELL US THE TONNAGE SUNK.” 
A Times telegram, from New York, says:— 
The Vew Yor Sun, which is strongly pro-Ally 
in its sympathies, prints a column leading 
article, under the heading, “ Tell Us the Ton- 
nage Sunk.” ‘The article owes its inspiration to 
Lord’ Northcliffe’s statement that the figures 
of the tonnage sunk by submarines should be 
issued by the British Admiralty in a manner 
that could be understood by the people. The 
Sun interprets in its article the feeling preva- 
lent throughout America that the people ‘of a 
democracy are entitled to be taken into the 
Government's confidence concerning so impor- 
tant a matter as the damage done by U boats. 

FURY IN PETROGRAD. 

The Petrograd Correspondent of the Datly 
Telegraph says—Details of the disgraceful rout 
of the llth Army have been fully given im 
official telegrams. I shall not dwell on them 
here. The impression in Petrograd is one of 
unspeakable humiliation and fury.’ The general 
public only iearned of the catastrophe from 
this afternoon's papers, and the shock, falling 
on nerves overwreught by the strain of the 
past week, was aimost too great to be borne. 
The sttongest measures are demanded for re- 
moving the causes of the disaster, and the 
news that the Provisional Government is to 
asaume dictatorial powers is welcomed for the 
sake of Kerensky’s name, The Government has 
before it a hereulean task.

Additional provisions for the enforcement of 

proper cultivation of land in Ireland: — a 
(i) It shall be the duty of every occupier of 

arable !and*to cultivate and maintain in cultiva- 

tion a portion of the arable land held by him 

(in this schedule referred to as the “ holding ) 

not less in extent than the minimum tillage 

portion as prescribed by. an Order of the De- 
pattment of Agriculturé and Technical Instruc- 
tion for bhan made under this schedule, and 
applying to the holding for the time being: 

Provided that no occupier shall be required by 

virtue of any such Order to cultivate more than 

one-half of the area of his holding. 

(2) The Department of Agriculture and Tech- 
nical Instruction for reload may make Orders 
for the purpose of prescribing the minimum 
tillage portion of holdings, and may make any 
such Order so as to apply to all holdings 
throughout Ireland, or to all holdings in any 
area specified in the Order, or to any class or 
classes of boldings speeified in the Order, 
whether throughout Ireland or in any area so 
specified, subject in each ease to any exceptions 
which may be made by or under the Order, or 
so as to apply to any particular holding or 
holdings. 

(3) in any year the oceupier of a holding 
fails to cultivate the minimum tillage portion 
of the holding, the Department, after dffording 
him an cpportunity ef being heard in such 
manner as may be pfescribed by regulations 
under this Act, shall ascertain how much of the 
minimum tillage portion he has failed to culti- 
vate, and shall specify the acreage thereof in a

MR. ARTHUR HENDERSON’S 
$TATEMENT. 


Mr. Artbur Henderson reached London yester 
day on his return from his important mission 
to Russia, which occupied him six weeks. in. 
an interview, Mr. Henderson, while recognising 
the gravity of the Russian situation, expressed 
himself hopeful of the ultimate issue. There is 
not likely to be a counter-revyolution, he said. 
The majority of the Russian people are en- 
thusiastic for the war. They are not pro-Ger- 
man, and they are not in favour of any sepa- 
rate peace. He described Kerensky as & man 
with great ideals, who had the confidence of 
the majority of the Army and of the over- 
whelming majority of the Russian ublic. M. 
Tereshchenko, Foreign Minister, and M. Tsere- 
telli, Minister of the Interior, he regarded as 
very strong men, the three making an excellent 


combination. 
| THE EXTREMISTS. 

It would be impossible to convey anything 
like an adequate concéption of the extent to 
which the extremists dominated the hie of the 
capital, demoralising the Army and the Navy. 
It was true that tney did not represent more 
than a small minority of the population, but 
such had been the spirit of the terror exercised 
that they had succeeded in rendering good and 
stable government difficult, if not impossible, 
The ignoring of all authority and the resort to 
arms on the part of this section of the com- 
munity impressed Mr. Henderson with the view 
that the most disastrous experiment of the 
revolution was the relaxing of the discipline of 
the Army and Navy, coupled with the direct 
association’ of these branches of. the ‘service 
with the political and revolutionary propaganda 
during the war. was a common experience 
to find street meetings in which solkhers and 
sailors were engaged in heated political con- 
troversy, and to see soldiers selling revolu- 
tionary literature, or generally occupying. their 
time in displaying their aptitude for capturing 
tramcars instead of trenches. Those were but 
a few of the indications of the extent to which 
the demoralisation, at any rate of the Petro 
grad garrison, had gone. 


THE ALL-RUSSIA CONGRESS. 


The recent All-Russia Congress provided a: 


unique opportunity for the united democracy to 
lay foundations upon which to build the 
national life on the principles fought for and 
secured at the revolution. At that Congress the 
Maximalists formed the minority, and largely 
occupied the time in making bitter attacks upon 
the Government of Russia, and Socialist mem- 
bers of their own Government were frequently 
the subject of their vituperation. Occasienally 
they held a little in reserve to be poured out 
upon the Governments of other countries, especi- 
ally those which were Russia’s Allies in titis war. 
The resumption of the offensive caused the ex- 
tremists considerable annoyance, and, though 
they had sufficient wisdom to remain guiet in 
the early days, when the good news of victories 
was forthcoming, it was generally recognised 
that they were but awaiting their opportunity 
for thé move gince made, and which had had 
such disastrous consequences. The unfortunate 
incidents at the front. might be tracéd to the 
unwholesome propaganda of the extremists. 
They declared that the offensive would be ad- 
vantageous to American, Anglo-French, ‘ and 
Russian capitalists alone. 
THE NEW COUNCIL. 


The future was largely in the hands of the 


new Council of Workmen's and Soldiers’ De- 
puties elected by the recent All-Russia Congress. 
that section had rendered the Government ine 
valuable assistance, for it was extremely doubt- 
ful whether the Ministry would have lasted 
through some of the troublesome days it had 
experienced without the moral and material 
support of the majority of the Al-Russia Con- 
gress, or its Executive. People here should 
clearly distinguish those more moderate, though 
distinctly revolutionary, Socialists from the 


Maximalists. Owing to this failure to differen- | 


tiate they had been suspected of pro-German 
sentiments, and of being favourable to a 
separate peace, but the

essential that the organised democracies of the 
Allied countries, equally with those aí 
Central Powers, should influence 
respective Governments with a view 
to the immediate restatement of their war 
aims. . They asserted that these must be peblicly 
and officially stated, without equivecatieon or 
ambiguity, to be in harmony with there own 
formula of no annexations or contrilations, 
coupled with the clearly expressed right of the 
peoples to work out their own destiny.

After this success whole units, without any 
pressure on the part of the Germans, volun. 
tarily returned to their original trenches.. A 
number of units refused to carry out military. 
commands at the time of battle. Detachments 
of the 24th Division, the Tulsky, Lovitsky. and 
Saravsky Regiments, and the Battalion 
Death acted heroically, and, as at the other 
points, the gailantry of the officers was note- 
worthy. Their losses were large. The Chief of 
the division, General Doljennkov, is suffering 
from gas poisoning. ! 

In the direction of Vilna, in the region to the 
north of Krevo, the enemy delivered a number 
of counter-attacks. He succeeded in occupying 
one of the heights to the north of Bogush, 
which we captured on July 22. Heroic exer- 
tions on the part of the officers was required 
in order to restrain their men from withdraw- 
ing to the rear in great numbers. 

There were fusilades on the Sereth as far as 
Tarnopol. In the region of Zagorbel (a suburb 
of Tarnopol) the enemy is delivering an intense 
concentrated artillery fire. ' 

In the region of Mikulice (on the Sereth) the 
enemy crossed over to the eastern bank of the 
river, defeating our detachments, and occupy- 
ing the village of Volya Mazoveckaya. 

Between the Sereth and the Strypa the enemy 
continues his offensive, and towards the even- 
ing of July 23 he occupied Bernaduyku, Doro- 
huv, and Burkamuv.

THE FLOUR SUPPLY.

In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Mr. W. THORNE asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Food Control if 
be was aware that a number of bakers pur- 
chased imported flour at an enhanced price 
mixed it with the Government flour, and so 
produced a beiter class of bread (to be sold to 
well-to-do people. 

Mr. CLYNES said that he was not aware that 
imported flour was mainly or exclusively used 
for bread to be sold to the wealthier classes. 
The demand for this bread appeared to come 
indifferently from all classes, including those in 
the large industrial districts. The flour was 
impartially distributed, so far as possible: but 
having regard to the difficulties of supply and 
transport, it was impossible to secure an even 
distribution of all ingredients each week, so as 
to produce a standard flour, As a matter of 
fact, the stocks of white flour in private hands 
were now very small. The whole question of 
imported pure wheaten flour was under con- 
sideration. ;

Mr. Bonar Law, in moving a Vote of Credit 
for £650,000,000 in the House of 
Commons yesterday, explained that the 
amount exceeded by £159,000,000 the 
largest sum previously sought. When on 
May 9 he’ moved the Vote for 
£500,000,000 he anticipated that it would 
last till the first Saturday in August. 
The money still in hand would enable 
paymenis to be made up to the exact 
date of his estimate, 

The average daily expenditure for the 112 
days of the present financial year was 
£6,795,000, or £1,384,000 above the 
Budget estimate. Taking the actual ex- 
penditure, the excess was £155,000,000, 
of which £63,500,000 was represented by 
advances to our Allies and Dominions. 

When the United States Government entered 
into the struggle it effected a reat 
change in the financial strength of the 
whole Alliance. Indeed, it was an open 
secret that we had spent so frcely of our 
resources that those available for pay: 
ments in America had become nearly ex: 
hausted. Obviously the extent to which 
supplics of all kinds could be obtained 
from the United States would depend 
largely on the ability of the United Siates 
Government to meet the demands that 
were made upon it by the Allies.

In making my Budget stitement I said that, 
while it was impossible to make any ¢stimates 
which, in the real sense of the word, could be- 
regarded as estimates at all, it was especially 
difficult’ to make more than a guesa in regard 
to our advances to our Allies and Dominions, 
and especially to our Alles, The reason for 
the difficulty will be apparent.

MR. ARTHUR HENDERSON’S | 
: STATEMENT. 


Mr. Arthur Henderson reached London. yester 
day on his return from his important mission 
to Russia, which occupied him six weeks. In. 
an interview, Mr. Henderson, while recognising 
the gravity of the Russian situation, expressed 
himself hopeful of the ultimate issue. ‘There is 
not likely to be a counter-revolution, he said. 
The majority of the Russian people are en- 
thusiastic for the war. They are not pro-Ger- 
man, and they are not in favour of any sepa- 
e described Kerensky as a man 
with great ideals, who had the confidence of 
the majority of the Army and of the over- 
whelming majority of the Russian public. M. 
Tereshchenko, Foreign Minister, and M. Tsere- 
telli, Minister of the Interior, he regarded as 
very strong men, the three making an excellent 
combination. 

THE EXTREMISTS. 

It would be impossible to convey anything 
like an adequate conception of the extent to 
which the extremists dominated the hie of the 
capital, demoralising the Army and the Navy. 
It was true that tney did not represent more 
than a small minority of the population, but 
such had been the spirit of the terror exercised 
that they had succeeded in rendering good and 
stable government difficult, if not impossible, 
The ignoring of all authority and the resort to 
arms on the part of this section of the com- 
munity impressed Mr. Henderson with the view 
that the most disastrous experiment of the 
revolution was the relaxing of the discipline of 
the Army and Navy, coupled with the direct 


association’ of these branches of the ‘service’ 


with the political and revelutionary propaganda 
during the war. It was a common experience 
to ‘find street meetings in winch soldiers and 
sailors were engaged in heated political con- 
troversy, and to see soldiers selling revolu- 
tionary literature, or generally occupying their 
time in displaying their aptitude for capturing 
tramears instead of trenches. Those were but 
a few of the indications of the extent to which 
the demoralisation, at any rate of the Petros 
grad garrison, had gone. 
THE ALL-RUSSIA CONGRESS. 

The recent All-Russia .Congress provided a 
unique opportunity for the united democracy to 
lay foundations “upon which to build the 
national life on the principles fought for and 
secured at the revolution. At that Congress the 
Maximalists formed the minority, and largely 
occupied the time in making bitter attacks upon 
the Government of Russia, and Socialist mein- 
bers of their own Government were frequently 
the subject of their vituperation. Occasienally 
‘they held a little in reserve to be poured out 
upon the Governments of other countries, especie 
ally those which were Russia's Allies in tlris war. 
The resumption of the offensive caused the ex- 
tremists considerable annoyance, and, though 
they had sufficient wisdom to remain quiet én 
the early days, when the good news of victories 
was forthcoming, it was generally recognised 
that they were but awaiting their opportunity 
for the move since made, andy which had had 
such disastrous consequences. he unfortunate 
incidents at the front: might be tracód to the 
unwholesome propaganda of the extremists. 
They declared that the offensive would be ad- 
vantageous to American, Anglo-French, ‘and 


Russian capitalists alone. 


THE NEW COUNCIL. 

The future was largely in the hands of the 
new Council of Workmen's and Soldiers’ De- 
puties elected by the recent All-Russia Congress. 
Hhat section had rendered the Government in- 
valuable assistance, for it was extremely doubt- 
ful whether the Ministry would have lasted 
through some of the troublesome days it had 
experienced without the moral and material 
support of the majority of the Al-Russia Con- 
gress, or its Executive. People here should 
clearly distinguish those more moderate, though 
distinctly revolutionary, Socialistg from the 
Maximalists. Owing to this failure to differen- 
tiate they had been suspected of pro-German 
sentiments, and of being favourable to a 
separate peace, but the Congress categorically 
rejected any such policy. They considered it 
essential that the organised democracies of the 
Allied countries, equally with those af 
Central Powers, shoul influence their 
respective Governments with a View 
to the immediate restatement of their war 
aims, . They asaerted that these must be pablicly 
and officially stated, without equivocation or 
ambiguity, to be in harmony with their own 
formula of no -annexations or contritvations, 
coupled with the clearly expressed righty of the 
peoples to work out their own destiny,

EXCEEDED. 

L should have been glad if it had been pos- 
sible for me to give an éstimate of what the 
expenditure is likely to be for the rest of the 
year. It is obvious to the Committee that the 
Budget estimates must be exceeded, but 1 must 
remind the Committee that not oly im my 


estimates in the Budget matement were not 
Ssumates in the ordinary sense of the word. 
If the Committee consider it, they will see it 
must. be so. In ordinary times the Treasury 
estimates were marvellously accurate, for the 
Treasury knew exactly what they were going 
to pay. But in this case it has not. been pos- 
sible, So far as our war supplies have been 
concerned, the object of every Government re- 
sponsible for the conduct of the war is to get 
the biggest supplies possible at any particular 
time, and, therefore, all the estimates might be 
dependent upon the production that could b 
made available, and this was something which 
no one could estimate.
